KRONE SAID He NOT WORRIED BY SECRETARY'S NEW YORK SPEECH TO 
NATIONAL FOREIGN TRADE COUNCIL, MEANING OF WHICH DISTORTED 
AND EXAGGERATED BY CERTAIN GERMAN JOURNALISTS. IT WOULD BE 
UNDERSTANDABLE IF AMERICAN PEOPLE GREW TIRED OF VIGILANCE AND BURDENS ■ 
DEFENSE BUT HE DID NOT SEE AMY SIGN OF THIS IN SECRETARY'S STATEMENT 
WHICH SEEMED REALISTIC APPROACH TO LIVING WITH CERTAIN PROBLEMS 
INSOLUBLE IN PREVAILING CIRCUMSTANCES. HE PROBED GENTLY ON 
BACKGROUND AND POSSIBLE EFFECT EVIDENT U.S. CONCERN ABOUT 
PAYMENTS IMBALANCE, AND COMMENTED THAT WITH RESPECT MILITARY EFFECTS 
SITUATION REMINDED HIM OF THAT AT TIME RADFORD PLAN EPISODE WHEN HE 
WAS LAST IN U. S. THREE YEARS AGO. HE SAID IT FULLY UNDERSTANDABLE 
THAT U.S. SHOULD IN CIRCUMSTANCES SEEK WAYS IMPROVE PAYMENTS 
BALANCE AND LOOK TO PARTNERS TO SHOULDER GREATER SHARE INTERNATIONAL 
BURDENS. 

KRONE HAD SEEN CHANCELLOR BRIEFLY ON HIS RETURN FROM LONDON 
AND FOUND HIM SATISFIED WITH DISCUSSIONS THERE. HOWEVER, 
KRONE CAME BACK REPEATEDLY TO POINT THAT BRITISH WERE STILL 
THINKING ABOUT ZONES OF INSPECTION AND CONTROL AND EXPRESSED 
HIS EARNEST WISH THEY WOULD GIVE UP ENTIRELY SUCH DISEN- 
GAGEMENT-LIKE IDEAS. 

FINALLY, KRONE ASKED SOMEWHAT WISTFULLY WHAT WE THOUGHT 
OF DE GAULLE'S ATTITUDE TOWARD NATO AND EXPRESSED HIS OWN 
PERPLEXITY ABOUT HOW TO LIVE WITH SUCH AN ALLY. FRENCH 
STATEMENTS ON ODER-NEISSE HE SAID, WERE INEXPLICABLE, 
UNNECESSARY AND UNFORTUNATE, AND CAUSED INTERNAL DIFFICULTIES 
FOR CHANCELLOR.
